City councils have been'enlarged and reduced in size,|wiio nrc in need, 
i he"ci(y manager'.1 plan ha's been tried and there has been a 
great deal of experimenting;in-ihe attempt to better municipal 
conditions. There may have, been improvement in places, but 
many of the attempts have failed-dnd the cities that made them 
h'ave.reverledrto the original'form of city government.

: This paper has in Hie past touched upon this subject, taking 
.trie position, that it is not.the fo'nh. of'the; government that 
counts, .bUt the niaiiner'in which the-citizens attend fo their 
civic duties. -It has-argued that .no charter will give a city good 
gbvernmeril while the cilizens are careless or indifferent, and 
there can be^rio cjiiestioning pf rthe correctness of tins view. 
Goverrirrieht'ofjtlie peoj)le,;by,:the people and for the people 
means'that th'e peop'le have sqn'iething to do besides sitting and 
lookihg oh if thS)'r are to be gdverhed properly and have their 
public affairs mafiaged hsthey'should be. 


. This view is held by'the majority of all who have giyen the
